-Two divisions 
arc at one discovered, apparently homo- 
geneous matter J alid ccjaplex matter. 
Then further research shears that some of 
th«i things apparently be ^nging to the 
first named are rqally composed of more 
tlian one substance,

to discover the ctjnstitutioii of matter and 


f here we find on the toreajold the idea of 
elements) have so far foui.d that nil sub- 
stances include, or are composed of hut 
71 elementary substances. 


While these 71 'make upta very thing they 


are not used in uniform proportion. 
If 


we should banish all but M of the most 
used ones we should hardly miss,in quan- 
tity, the rest, and of these 14, one,oxygen, 
is used as/much as all the re^t, and of the 
still remaining thirteen, ^>nc, silicon, is 
used as much as all theieit. 
So oxygen 


composes about one-half the earth and 
silicon one-fourth.

When we say that common tilings are 


made of these elements ^e do not use the 
word umnde" in its ordinrry sense. 


Elements are united'in he formation of 


matter in such a manner is to lose their 
properties. Water aad its components 
were usecfiu} an lllustrati n as was also 
salt.
